Magliabecchl W as Too Busy With His 
Books to Draw His Salary. 
The most picturesque figure in the 
annals of Italian librarianship is un­ 
doubtedly Antonio Magliabecchl. While I tented. 
his official position as librarian to Cos­ 
mo il l., grand duke of Tuscany, gave 
him considerable prominence, he is re­ 
membered ruord especially Tor Ids per- 
sonaI characteristics and his vast store 
of self acquired learning. 
He has been 
described as a literary glutton and the 
most rational of bibliomaniacs, inns 
much as be read everything he bought 
His own library consisted of 40,000 
books and 
10,000 manuscripts. 
His 
house literally overflowed with books. 
The stairw ays were lined with them, 
and they even filled the front porch. 
In worldly m atters Magliabecchl w as 
extrem ely n eg lig en t 
He even forgot 
to draw his salary for over a year, 
soys the North American Review. 
He 
wore bls clothes until they fell from 
him and thought it a great w aste of 
time to undress at night, “life being 
so sh ort and books so plentiful.’’ 
He 
welcomed all Inquiring scholars provid­ 
ed they did not disturb him w hile at 
work. 
Perhaps the most extraordinary ll 
brarianship w as that enjoyed by Dide­ 
ro t w ho about 1765 decided to sell bis 
library in order to provide a dowry for 
his daughter. 
The Empress Catherine 
o f Russia heard through Grimm of the 
straits to which Diderot bad been re­ 
duced and Instructed her agent to buy 
iu the library at the owner's valuation 
In this w ay D iderot received not only 
10,000 livres, but he was graciously re- 
quested 
to consider him self the li­ 
brarian of the new purchase at a sal­ 
ary of 1,000 livres a year. 
M oreover— 
and this begins to sound like a fairy 
tale—Diderot w as paid the salary for 
fifty years In advance.

They have no idea of turning 
back, but to cross that river they must 
have a bridge, and the m aking of this 
bridge takes time, and probably the 
engineers of the army have to bustle 
up to the front 
The m aking o f an ant bridge Is one 
of the most wonderful things In the 
world. 
The ants swarm on a tree, 
choosing one which overhangs the riv­ 
er. 
Upon the bough which reaches 
farthest over the stream they mass 
them selves and begin to form a thick 
rope of their ow u bodies. 
This they 
do by m eans o f bolding on firmly with 
their hind legs, w hile with the front 
pair of legs they grasp the bollies of 
other ants.

Du Challlu, in his African travels, 
had an opportunity of observing one of 
these bridges, and he declares that It 
is made with a hollow ceuter. tile 
living bodies of the ants forming the 
walls of a tunnel, through which the 
main body of ants travel safely over 
the water. 
When the last ant has 
crossed and the bridge Is no longer 
needed, tile ants in the rear release 
their hold and the rope or tunnel drops 
Into the river.

water, but they ure soou recused from 
this position, for the vanguard are dis 
pet sing us fast as they can. and the 
self sacrificing ants who begun the 
great chain are quickly upon dry laud.

M agliabecchi W a * Too Busy W ith H i* 
Book* to D raw H I* Salary. 
T he most picturesque figure In the 
annals of Italian librarianship Is un­ 
doubtedly Antonio Magliaheccbl. While 
bls official position as librarian to Cos. 
mo ill., grand duke of Tuscany, gave 
him considerable prominence, be Is re­ 
m em bered ruord especially for his per­ 
sonal characteristics and his vast store 
of self acquired learning. 
He has been 
described as a literary glutton and the 
most rational of bibliomaniac*, inns 
much as be reud everything lie bought 
His own library consisted of 40,000 
books and 10,000 manuscripts. 
Ills 
bouse literally overflowed with books. 
The stairw ay s were lined with them. 
and they even filled the front porch. 
In worldly m ntters Magliabecchi w as 
extrem ely n eg lig en t 
He even forgot 
to b ra w his salary for over a year, 
soys the North American Review. 
He 
wore bls clothes until they fell from 
him and thought It a great w aste of 
tim e to undress ut night, "life being 
so short and books so plentiful." 
lie 
welcomed nil Inquiring scholars provid­ 
ed they did not disturb bim while at 
work. 
P erhaps tbe most extraordinary li­ 
brarianship w ns th at enjoyed by Dide­ 
r o t who about 1765 decided to sell bls 
library in order to provide a dowry for 
his daughter. 
T be Em press Catherine 
of Russia beard through Grim m of tbe 
straits to which Diderot bad been re­ 
duced and instructed ber agent to buy 
iu tbe library a t the ow ner's valuation. 
In this w ay Diderot received not only 
10,000 livres, but he wbb graciously re­ 
quested 
to consider 
himself the li­ 
brarian of tbe new purchase a t a sal­ 
ary of 1,000 livres a year. 
M oreover— 
and this begins to sound like a fairy­ 
tale—Diderot w as paid the sulury for 
fifty years in advance. 


Beginning W a r. 
T here was a great difference in the 
m ann er of commencing a w ar centuries 
ago to w h at there is now. 
Now the 
blow Is frequently struck before the 
word, and th em Is no obligation to Is 
sue a formal declaration ut all. the act 
of w a r constituting th e declaration.

Jackson, and It Won. 


HIS MOST IMPORTANT ORDER 


It Was Given by the Coo! Headed Con­ 
federate Commander to a Confused 
Federal Soldier, and It Was Prompt 
ly Obeyed—A Lucky Escape. 


SOAPING A GEYSER. 


Food That Roused the Fury of the 
Sleeping Wairoa. 
Some of the larger geysers in New 
Zealand will not play unless they are 
soaped—a process only occasionally al­ 
lowed, as too much soaping weakens 
the geyser. 
Paul Gooding in ‘Tic* 
turesqtie New Zealand” describes tile 
soaping of a geyser named Wairoa, 
he being present at the ceremony. The 
author states that the officiating priest- 
ess was a Maori known as Kathleen, 
who was clothed in a flax mat com­ 
pletely covered with raka, riwi and 
pigeon feathers: 
“The caretaker approached Kathleen 
with a big white bag in hand. It was 
half full of yellow soap cut into small 
cubes. 
“ ‘Are you ready, Kathleen?’ he asked. 
“ ‘Yes,’ she promptly answered. 
"Taking out two or three handfuls 
of soap, the caretaker threw them Into 
Wairoa*s deep throat and then handed 
the bag to Kathleen. 
Grasping the 
string handle at the bottom of the 
bag, she opened the mouth, and out 
poured a saponaceous stream. 
“Ten minutes passed, but there was 
only a slight increase in the volume 
of steam at Wairoa’s mouth, and there 
were no subterranean signs of an im­ 
minent eruption. Fifteen, twenty min­ 
utes passed with very little change. 
"When thirty minutes had gone there 
was a rumble, then a splash of water. 
The people near the geyser backed 
away. 
Two or three more splashes 
followed, and each was higher than 
Its predecessor; then came a hoarse 
roar, a rush of steam, and up past a 
low sulphur dyed sinter wall flashed 
a column of water carrying up clouds 
of steam. 
Soap, just common wash­ 
ing soap, had conquered Wairoa and 
forced it from its lair. Up it continued 
to go—fifty, sixty, eighty. 120 feet 
“ ‘Wairoa would have gone higher if 
it hadn’t been tor the wind,’ the care­ 
taker told me. 
‘It bas been known to 
go 180 feet’ 
“While 
Wairoa 
played 
It 
played 
magnificently. In Its shaft it rambled. 
it hung its hot breath upon the ven­ 
turesome, and for more than IOO feet 
around it shook the ground until the 
earth trembled. 
For ten minutes it 
rose and fell. 
Then down it went, 
Uke a thermometer on a frosty night 
until It was a mere splasher.” 


Another Way to Get Even.

Perhaps the most important order 
that Stonewall Jackson ever issued 
certainly the most vital to himself—is 
not In the official war records. 
The 
order was given In person by Jackson 
to a northern artillery officer as he 
stood in full uniform ready for battle 
beside his gun. and. strangest of ail, 
was at once executed by him, with the 
result that the battle was lost by the 
Federal arms. 
Jackson’s action on this occasion fur­ 
nishes a striking illustration of the 
value of a cool head and presence of 
mind in an -emergency—on an impor­ 
tant occasion when the entirely unox 
pected happens—at a time when wav­ 
ering or indecision would result in dis­ 
aster. 
That he was able instantly to 
grasp the situation and daringly mas­ 
ter it is a tribute to his quickness of 
Judgment and I)is courage. 
It was on a spring morning in 1SG2. 
Just before the battle of Port Repub­ 
lic. Jackson in advance of his troops, 
with only a single escort, galloped 
across the bridge over tho Shenandoah 
river into the town, which stood on the 
east bank. 
Learning that the army 
of General Shields was still a good 
many miles away and confident that 
his own troops would be in possession 
loug before the enemy, he rode to a 
residence at the farther end of the vil­ 
lage, where lie spent nearly an bour. 
But meantime the energetic Shields— 
whom Jackson declared to be his most 
formidable opponent—bad thrust for­ 
ward a small, swift column to occupy 
Port Republic, seize the bridge and 
halt Jackson’s advance. So rapidly did 
it move that it gained both objects 
without firing a shot. More than that, 
Jackson was a prisoner—if any one 
bad known It! 
Jackson, In utter ignorance of tho 
disastrous change, mounted his horse 
and ambled down the main street to 
the bridge. 
What was his astonish- 
inent to see groups of soldiers—In blue! 
-busily moving to and fro about the 
bridgehead and throwing up intrench- 
menta and fortifications. 
Planted on a 
little knoll that commanded the bridge 
and its approaches was a formidable 
field gun. 
Fortunately for Jackson, tile recent 
campaigns up and down the valley had 
faded both blue and gray uniforms 
into a nondescript drab. 
As Jackson 
sat on his horse and watched the busy 
scene he formed his plan swiftly. 
He 
could not go back. Ile must cross that 
bridge. That was his only chance. 
It 
was the frowning field gun that he 
feared. He must put it out of commis­ 
sion long enough to get beyond its 
rnnge. 
Throwing up his band to at­ 
tract attention, he shouted to the of­ 
ficer in command of the gun: 
"What are you doing with that gun 
up there? I didn't order it there, and 
I don’t want it there!" There were au­ 
thority and petulance In his voice as 
he added, "Limber up and run it over 
on that knob over there!” 
The officer at the gun, thinking that 
he bad to deal with some superior of­ 
ficer recently arrived, hastened to obey 
without question, explaining in self de- 
fense that he had understood his orders 
otherwise. 
Sitting on Little Sorrel while the 
Federal troops worked busily about 
him, Jackson calmly waited until the 
gun was lumbering off to its new po­ 
sition. 
Then he rode quietly across 
the bridge and up the other bank un­ 
til he was well out of musket range. 
Then he turned, waved his hand to the 
astonished Federals, and. putting spurs 
to his horse, galloped awny from the 
rain of bullets that pattered harmlessly 
In the rear. 
Had he been captured the Confeder 
ate victory at Port Republic which he 
won a few hours later would not have 
happened. 
The able and energetic 
Shields 
would 
have 
defeated 
his 
troops, stunned by his loss.—Youth’s 
Companion. 


FOUR GREAT HEROES. 


Their Fall From the Giddy Heights of 
Ambition and Power. 
History records that Alexander the 
Great, who was the pupil of Aristotle 
J at fourteen, and who reigned over the 
Macedonians at sixteen, 
while his 
father was absent and *vho succeeded 
Philip when he was nineteen, after 
climbing the heights of his ambition, 
fell from his lofty eminence. 
Alex­ 
ander, with his temples bound in chap­ 
lets dipped in the blood of countless 
nations, looked down upon a conquered 
world and wept that there was not 
another one for him to conquer, then 
set a city on fire and died amid scenes 
of debauch! 
Hannibal, one of the greatest soldiers 
who ever lived, after having passed the 
Alps, to the amazement of Rome, and 
having successfully fought and con­ 
quered the armies of the mistress of 
tho world, stripping three bushels of 
gold rings from the fingers of her 
slaughtered warriors, fled from his 
country. 
He died by poison admin­ 
istered by his own hand, unlamented, 
in a foreign land. 
Caesar, considered as a general, a 
statesman and a ruler, has bad few 
equals and probably no superiors. Afb 
er conquering 800 cities and dye­ 
ing his hands in the blood of mil­ 
lions of his enemies, after having pur­ 
sued to death the only rival he had, 
was assassinated by those whom he 
considered to be his best friends. 
Bonaparte, the greatest general of 
modern times, after having filled the 
earth with the terror of his name del­ 
uged it with tears and blood and 
clothed the world, as it were, In sack 
cloth, ended his days in banishment 
upon a lonely islaud In the South At 
lantic.

his own troops would be In possession 
long before the enemy, he rode to a 
residence at the farther end of the vil­ 
lage, where he spent nearly an hour. 
But meantime the energetic Shields— 
whom Jackson declared to be his most 
formidable opponent—had thrust for­ 
ward a small, swift column to occupy 
Port Republic, seize the bridge and 
halt Jackson’s advance. So rapidly did 
It move that it gained both objects 
without firing a shot. 
More than that. 
Jackson was a prisoner—lf any one 
had known Itl 
Jackson, In utter ignorance of the 
disastrous change, mounted bis horse 
and ambled down the main street to, 
the bridge. 
What w as bis astonish, 
tnent to see groups of soldiers—In blue!
